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PIONEERS BID FAREWELL 
TO W.R. POWELL, BANKER, 
GROWER .LEADING CITIZEN

A perfect December day in southern California, of the kind 


that he loved, and typical of the serene closing of his own after- 
noon of life, was that of last Monday, when W. R. Powell 
pioneer grower and banker of the upper San Gabriel valley, 
was laid at rest under the age-old trees in Oakdale cemetery, 
borne there by friends and business associates that had long

known and loved him.

At the quiet'homestead on Alosta 


avenue, between Azusa and Covina, 
where the simple services were held, 
men and women whose life histories 
are identical with that of the several 
communities surrounding, came to 
give him final tribute. The interior 
of the home, and the grounds were 
filled with these pioneers, some of 
them companions of this simple, 
powerful character in the earliest 
days when they cleared the desert 
of' cactus and sunflowers. Only a 
few of these, however, but many of 
their s^r-s and daughters, until it 
seemed more like the homecoming 
of the pioneers than that of a time 
of mourning. Indeed, one of the min- 
isters officiating spoke '>f the funeral 
in the light of a coronation, rather 
than a time of parting, and in re- 
viewing the life of the man, found 
only a progressive march thru the 
years toward a •goal, and its cul- 
mination in ripened years of love 
and respect, from his fellowmen. The 
pallbearers were G O. Wright, 
Charles Gordon, J. B. Stair, C. B.

A voluntary rate reduction which 


will save the consumers of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, Ltd., $775,000 a year has been 
announced by R. H. Ballard, presi- 
dent. The request for this reduction, 
which will become effective May 1, 
was approved by the railroad com- 
mission December 17. 


The proposed rate reductions ap- 


ply to industrial and agricultural 
consumers of electric energy thru- 
out the entire Southern California 
Edison Company, Ltd., system in 
southern and central California, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ballard. The num- 
ber of agricultural consumers who 
will benefit from the new reduction 
totals 15,484. A total of 18,041 indus- 
trial consumers will share in the 
benefits of the reduction. 


This rate reduction will constitute 


the company's third major voluntary 
reduction since 1927 and the eighth 
of a series of voluntary reductions 
inaugurated in 1920, according to 
Mr. Ballard. The last voluntary re- 
duction, which became effective No- 
vember 1, 1929, lowered lighting 
rates for the company's consumers, 
effecting a saving of approximately 
$1,400,000 a year. The number of 
consumers benefiting from this re- 
duction was 427,000. 


"In proposing to the commission 


this plan for reduction of industrial 
and agricultural service rates, the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, Ltd., is conforming to its an- 
nounced policy of passing on to con- 
sumers, in the form of rate reduc- 
tions, the benefits of economies in 
company operations. 


"Our budget for 1931 calls for* an 


expenditure of $28,000,000, which in- 
dicates our faith in the development 
of business during the coming twelve 
months," said Mr. Ballard. This calls 
for $8,000,000 in expenditures over 
and above normal for the year. This 
sum was placed in the budget in 
order to insure steady employment 
to our more than 5100 regular em- 
ployees thruout the year. 


"Lowered rates have resulted in 


increased consumption of electric 
energy in our company's territory 
and our program of .expansion of 
service for 1931 contemplates the 
addition of 350,000 horsepower of 
new business from present consum- 
ers and approximately 27,000 new 
consumers who we expect to apply 
for service. A major portion of this 
anticipated total of new business 
will develop in the industrial and 
agricultural fields."

Citrus Growers

Irrigation Needs 


There is a tendency on the part 


of citrus growers to postpone irri- 
gation at this period of the year be- 
cause of the possibility of rain, es- 
pecially since we have had a few 
light rains.

APPLE PIE TIME HAS COME 


AGAIN 


This is the time for apple pie. 


And you know we don't malign pie 
now as we did a few years ago. 
Well-made pie is quite digestible for 
the person in good health. Fruit pie, 
tho some critics object to it because 
of the mixture of fruit and sugar, 
is decidedly toothsome and if it is 
not too sweet cannot be considered 
injurious. And indeed good apple 
pie made with plenty of apple fill- 
ing, 
and with a light crust, is a 


pretty well-balanced dish, dieteti- 
cally. 


You can do most interesting things 


to the flavor of apple pie simply by 
varying the condiments and season- 
ings you use. Of course, there are 
those who prefer a definite flavor 
every tima—perhaps a little cinna- 
mon, 
perhaps nutmeg and butter, 


perhaps just sugar. 


But if your family likes variety 


try using different seasonings. But- 
ter and lemon juice, with sugar, of 
course, give good results. Especially 
if the apples are flat—which most 
apples aren't at this season—lemon 
juice is a good thing to add to them. 
If the apples are very juicy you can 
add a little corn-starch mixed with 
a little water to them to thicken 
them. 


You can make a one-crust apple 


pie that is delicious. 


Bake the crust first. Then fill it 


with good apple sauce well seasoned, 
and cover it with a meringue. Brown 
in the oven. If you wish to, you may 
use stewed apples thickened suffi- 
ciently with cornstarch for the fill- 
ing. 


Another apple pie is made by 


making a lower crust, filling it with 
partly cooked apples, covering it 
with criss-cross strips of pastry, and 
baking until the pastry is done. 


Always bake apple pies slowly, so 


that the apples will be thoroly cook- 
ed and the under crust brown and 
well done. 


HALIBUT SOUFFLE 


This calls for two cups of flaked 


cooked left-over halibut. Make a 
sauce of two and a half tablespoons 
of butter, two tablespoons of flour, 
and two cups of milk, seasoning 
with salt, pepper, onion juice and a 
few grains of mace if desired. Add 
a half cup of bread crumbs and the 
fish, then the yolks of three eggs 
beaten to a lemon color. Finally 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
the three eggs and pour into a but- 
tered dish and bake in a moderate 
bven^for a half hoii?fr1*"

BROILED FISH 


The fish should be split so that 


the backbone will lie flat. The in- 
side of the fish should be placed 
over the fire first, and it should be 
turned frequently. If you have not 
a reversible broiler, use a pair of 
sugar tongs for lifting the fish. For 
broiling, a clear, steady fire is re- 
quired. Should there be any flame, 
deaden it with salt thrown upon the 
fire.

Speed Intoxication Is the Chief Cause of Thirty-Four 


Thousand Deaths Last Year in United States, a 


Self-Made Disaster That Is Preventable

Seated at luncheon in a restaurant the other day, friends with 


whom I was lunching talked for the better part of twenty min- 
utes about automobile accidents and near-accidents in which 
they had figured recently, and I could not help but overhear 
conversations at three tables near me, and I discovered that the 
same topic was under discussion, each group recounting their

hair-raising experiences in traffic. It came upon me as a fact 
that much of our luncheon table offhand talk is devoted to this 
subject every day. 


More discussion is in progress concerning traffic than of pro- 


hibition, and that, to use a common expression, is "going some." 
The vehicular traffic, as a basis for small talk, has taken prece- 
dence over the liquor traffic. Intemperance in driving and walk- 
ing is far in'excess of intemperance in the use of alcohol. The 
abuse of the automobile, and the abuse of alcohol come from 
the same basic source—intemperance—that is to say, intemper- 
ate, reckless driving by persons that are otherwise sober citizens 
who make of themselves a menace because of a mania for speed, 
and this class includes the most of us. 


Thinking about these matters. I procured a copy of the 


monthly report of the county coroner, and altho I don't recom- 
mend this pamphlet for light and pleasurable reading, there is 
no question but that a serious study of it would be good for 
every person who drives a motor vehicle. There were seventy- 
two deaths in traffic in the month of October in Los Angeles 
county, which was an average month for the year. The coroner, 
of course, has no record of people injured—these run into many 
hundreds every month, causing suffering of the most agonizing 
kind, and thousands of dollars in expense. 


DEADLY JAYWALKING 


But, of these seventy-two deaths, it is interesting to know 


that the greater number of them did not come from automobile 
collisions with automobiles, but from collisions between automo- 
biles and pedestrians. Out of the seventy-two there were thirty- 
three pedestrians killed by automobiles, and three pedestrians 
killed by trucks. The auto crash with auto killed ten; the auto 
and truck collision killed two; auto and motorcycle killed two; 
truck and motorcycle, one; truck and bicycle, one; auto and 
bicycle, one; auto and scooter, one; auto and tree, one; auto and 
guard-rail, one; auto and electric railway, three; auto and steam 
railway, five; truck and steam railway, one; auto overturned, 
three; truck overturned, one; falls from vehicle, three. These 
are all determined by testimony before coroner's juries. Out of 
the seventy-two killed, fifty-three were males. Thirty-eight 
deaths occurred in the city of Los Angeles and thirty-four in 
Los Angeles county outside of the city. 


SPEED DRUNKARDS 


Only two of these deaths were caused by alcoholic intoxica- 


tion, but practically all the rest were caused by speed intoxica- 
tion. If due care had been taken by sober citizens, there 'would 
have been but two traffic deaths in the county in the month of 
October. The drunken driver is not only a menace, but he is a 
spectacular menace. When he is arrested his case is played up 
in the newspapers, because virtually everyone -is against him, 
and wants to see him punished. The courts have no sympathy 
for him, or her. Even close friends will say: "He got what was 
coming to him," in the case of his arrest and conviction. He 
could have prevented the accident in two ways, everyone says: 


First, by not getting drunk. 
........ 


Second, by remaining out of an automobile when drunk. 
The ^accident in which a drunken driver figures is classed as 


avoidable. But the greater proportion of all other motor vehicle 
accidents .are classed as unavoidable, when, as. a matter of fact, 
there is only now and then a rare case where the accident is 
unavoidable. 


The cause of virtually all traffic accidents is speed. There is 


nothing mysterious about this mounting toll of deaths in traffic. 
The number of pedestrians killed heads the list, but when these 
are analyzed, as they have been by coroner's juries, it is seen 
that speed—too much hurry—feverish attempts to get some- 
where quickly—to save time by crossing in the middle of the 
street—jaywalking—beating the traffic signal across* intersec- 
tions—machines approaching intersections too fast—all these 
verdicts point to but one cause— speed. 


The pedestrian who crosses a street with his head down with- 


out looking, or with an umbrella jammed over his head is con- 
tributing to the negligence that costs him his life. But he would 
not have been killed if the driver of the motor vehicle had been 
using the care that is necessary at intersections. The pity of it 
is that there is seldom any real reason for this speed. Fifteen 
minutes of difference in the arriving time of any driver would 
make no real difference whatever in his economic condition or 
his happiness. 


MINUTES VERSUS MILES 


- There is one suggestion I would like to make, and about 
which I have been thinking for some time. It is not altogether 
new, but it is Aew from the standpoint of its consideration as 
a safety measure. It is based on the known fact that speed is 
very often caused by starting too late to reach a given point or 
appointment at a time necessary or agreed upon. The sugges- 
tion is that we abandon very largely the measurement of dis- 
tances by miles, which is obsolete, inasmuch as miles differ in 
significance according to the locality where they are measured. 
A mile on a straightaway boulevard and a mile in downtown 
Los Angeles are as far apart in time as the north and south 
poles, everybody knows. If all signboard? and all computation 
of distance were to be made to tell the distance in hours and 
minutes of safe driving, and this were universal, it would not 
be a year before the mile would disappear from our conversa- 
tion, and hours and minutes take its place. Supposing that every 
signboard of the automobile clubs should read: 


"Pasadena—one hour and forty minutes safe driving." Or, 


Los Angeles, forty minutes, legal speed." 


TAKE TIME TO BE SAFE 


This suggestion is based on the known fact that a very large 


majority of drivers dally too long before starting on their jour- 
ney, resulting almost inevitably in unsafe driving in some places 
along the course of the journey. We all get into a nervous sweat 
when we are late—and there, right under our feet, is an instru- 
ment that will respond with just a little more pressure on the 
pedal. Because the driver is able to produce this speed thru 
the pressure of his foot, he gets to believing that he himself is 
producing the power—his ego swells, and he is in the grip of 
speed mania—speed intoxication—far more dangerous than any 
other form of intoxication, as the records show. 


There were thirty-four thousand traffic deaths in the United 


States last year, according to records of coroners. In the time 
consumed by our participation in the World war, we suffered 
the loss by battle wounds of a little less than fifty thousand. In 
the past two years we have killed far more in traffic than in the 
World war. The number of those injured in traffic is more than 
twice the number wounded and otherwise invalided in the 
American Expeditionary Forces. 


The economic loss thru these deaths in traffic and thru hos- 


pital bills and removal from gainful occupation, may well be 
something of a factor hi the present economic depression. Cer- 
tainly, it is a major loss that has sent insurance soaring, and 
laid a burden on everyone, for no person is killed but that all 
suffer some damage. We pour out money for fifteen or eighteen 
years to educate youth in the public schools, estimated at ten 
thousand dollars per scholar that is graduated from a'state 
university, and that money is all wiped out without return 
when the student is killed. We have paid the bill and received 


nothing hi return. The amount of terrible grief that accumu- 
lates thru thirty-four thousand traffic deaths is incalculable. 


CAIN, OR CHRIST? 


Whenever anyone was wilfully doing something wrong, we 


used to say: "He's raising Cain." The philosophy of Cam is 
epitomized in his cynical question: "Am I my brother's keeper?" 
He attempted to absolve himself of all responsibility concerning 
the brother in question, and that is exactly what we are doing 
hi ignoring the lesson of the mounting deaths hi traffic. 


There is another and a better attitude toward humanity that 


has been inculcated by Christ and the Christian religion, and 
by every great humanitarian group, regardless of race and creed. 
And besides being humanitarian to become your brother's keep- 
er, it is also very excellent business in dollars and cents, if you 
want to look at it hi that way. 


Cain or Christ? The decision as to who to follow is the real 


crux of the traffic question, as it is also the solution of most of 
our self-made troubles.

Voted for Dam 


Exploration 


An appropriation of $20,000, to be 


used in exploration work at the pro- 
posed No. 2 and No. 3 dam sites 
in San Gabriel canyon, was voted 
by the Los Angeles county board of 
supervisors at a meeting Monday, 
and Flood Control Engineer E. C.

New Road Thru 


San Jose Hills to 
Aid Unemployed 


As a method of giving work to 


unemployed, it is announced the 
county will begin within a week or 
ten days the construction of a road 
from San Dimas across the top of 
Puddingstone dam and thru the San 
Jose hills.

The new road will connect San

mona and points south. It will be 
built across the top of the Pudding- 
stone dam and will be an attractive 
drive, as well

Many people still hold the mistaken idea that the small 


city newspaper is dying fast—that the radio, magazine, and 
big city periodical are taking all the power. But they are 
far from right. 


If we consider that there are over sixty million people 


hi the United States living in rural communities and in 
towns of five thousand or less population, we can easily 
see that the smaller newspaper field is not being crushed. 
There are more than 13,000 weekly newspapers in the 
United States, and the number increasing about fifty per 
year. 


Most of these newspapers are not put out in old-fash- 


ioned shops. They have new equipment and are constantly 
improving then- plants. The fact that the country paper 
is published once a week leads some to believe that the 
news is dead when it hits the street; but a good newspaper- 
man knows that there is always news in which every per- 
son in his community is interested. How can a paper have 
a more powerful news policy than that of giving people 
news of their own homes, lives, and the lives of their clos- 
est friends? 


The country newspaper goes into homes where people 


have common interests, and where they depend for their 
knowledge of current events on the steady publication of 
their local paper. They believe what they read there be- 
cause they know that the editor is interested in the ocm- 
munity and because they have been reading the same 
paper for many years and have learned to trust it. 


Where there is a community of interest, nothing can 


break the partnership of the rural reader and the rural 
paper.

Amid the sparkle of multi-colored electric lights, the 


odor of freshly-hewn cedars, and the crisp, bracing air 
of these December days in southern California, many of us 
are forced to realize that another Christmas season is here 
and we begin to think of the other fellow rather than our- 
selves. 


It is a welcome break hi the affairs of the nation when 


the annual idea of "give and make Another happy" takes 
the place of "times are so hard and I must be tight." Cer- 
tainly Christmas is coming at a most opportune tune, when 


everyone is waiting for everyone else to start their savings 
on the go this year. All that the nation needs is a little 
optimism and unselfish giving to put it back on its feet 
again. 


Covina's most beautiful Chirstmas trees, the like of 


which few other communities can boast, are the ripening 
navels on every side—glowing, in ornamental splendor- 
against the deep, rich foliage of stability. But so long have 
they been there, and so steady has been their bearing, that 
many of us no longer realize their significance—and it 
takes artificially-decorated trees to change the atmosphere. 


Certainly they are more worthy of admiration than any 


temporary, non-producing plant, regardless of its elaborate 
decoration. And Covinans should rejoice that hundreds 
of gaily decorated symbols of holiday happiness are here 
the year around, not only during the month of December.

worked with him say that the only 
time they remembered seeing him 
depressed was hi 1889, when wind- 
storms of unusual velocity whipped 
the crops and ruined much that had 
been accomplished by hard labor.

FOUNDER OF BANK 


Mr. Powell, when something like 


prosperity began to be felt in the 
valley, was the organizer of the 
valley bank at Azusa, which later 
had a branch at Covina. These banks 
afterwards became the First Nation- 
al Bank of Azusa and the First Na- 
tional Bank of Covina, the latter 
becoming separated from the par- 
ent institution. He was one of the 
organizers of the old San Antonio 
Fruit company, and later of the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange, 
which was the beginning of cooper- 
ative citrus marketing. He remained 
an active leader in the marketing 
organization during his business life, 
and may be said, with considerable 
emphasis, to have been one of the 
chief factors in promoting the idea 
of cooperative marketing, out of 
which grew the present California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, now a 
model for this class of business thru- 
out the United States. 


It was in his capacity as "banker, 


however, that it is felt he gave some 
of his greatest service to his fellow 
fruit growers. He was a farmer and 
orchardist first, and a banker after- 
wards, and he knew intimately all 
the problems of raising fruit in a 
semi-tropic land. He had a vast 
sympathy and understanding for the 
growers who found themselves han- 
dicapped by weather and cultural 
problems, and it may be said with 
truth that there are several hundred 
ranch families in the several com- 
munities who directly owe their 
prosperity of today to his financial 
cooperation and his advice on or- 
chard culture and marketing. 


FRIEND TO RANCHER 


Many a rancher was able to pull 


himself out because Mr. Powell es- 
tablished a policy of loaning money 
for orchard care and costs, and at 
the same time advising as to the 
manner in which it should be ex- 
pended, in many cases, handling the 
bills, item by item, in his bank, so 
that he knew just what was being 
done to bring the property into 
proper cultural condition. He saved 
many properties from foreclosure in

Tuesday, June 5, 1917, was 
the first registration day under the 
Selective Service act, and five hun- 
dred young men were called from 
this area. The first draft quota from 
the valley was sent forward to 
American lake on September 21, 
1917, 
and another contingent in Oc- 


tober. They were sent under an 
unwritten honor system without es- 
cort, and Mr. Powell was wont to 
say proudly that not a man sent 
from his board failed to show up at 
training quarters on schedule. 


ON MANY BOARDS 


Mr. Powell retired from the active 


presidency of the bank in 1918, but 
still retained his position as president 
of the Azusa Irrigating company, 
and also participated in other affairs. 
Of latter years his beautiful home- 
facing the mountains has been quiet 
because of the illness of the master, 
but it will be remembered as the 
place of many a gathering of the 
makers of history in the San Gab- 
riel valley. 


This pioneer leaves to mourn and 


to remember him lovingly, a family 
that includes a widow, Mrs. Allie 
Coles Powell, who was his second 
wife, and four children by his first 
wife who died some twenty years 
ago. They are Arthur and Oliver of 
Azusa, Mrs. Edith Johnson of Long 
Beach, and W. Lester of Corvallis, 
Oregon, and a stepson, Joseph E. 
Cole of Covina. 


The pioneer's body was laid to 


rest near the soldiers' shaft in Oak- 
dale, the community burial ground, 
and with his passing may be said 
to come to an end an epoch in the 
history of the orchard paradise he 
helped to create in the San Gabriel 
valley.
